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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/694,084 is being allowed in view of the appropriately filed terminal disclaimer received on 
December 7, 2004, and since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a method 
for determining either the concentration of a single analyte in a multiplicity of samples or the 
concentration of a multiplicity of analytes in a single sample by performing a bimolecular 
reaction between the analyte(s) and a reagent bound to a population of microparticles, wherein 
each of the microparticles comprises a polymeric microparticle and a plurality of nanoparticles 
coupled to the polymeric microparticle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
